NEW YORK, Dec,-2%.—Whatever may 


become of a certain four-act melodrama 
called “‘Sinners’—written by Owen 
Davis and soon to be performed on 
Broadway under the direction of Wil- 
liam A. Brady—it will always hold a 
unique 1ecord. It had its first presenta- 


tion, Christmas afternoon and evening, 
in the chapel of Sing Sing Prison, where 
It brought laughs, tears and thrills to 
1400-odd convicts. 

The convicts were permitted to mingle 
freely, to talk unrestrainedly with one 
another, to cheer, to clap hands and o 
act with all the liberty that a $2-a-head 
crowd might have on Broadway. 

The new Warden, Thomas Mott Os- 
borne, who is trying to better the lot 
of the convicts, Was responsib' for the 
unusual treat. 
company, including his own daughter, 
and a complete outfit of scenery up the 
river. The Golden Rule Brotherhood, an 
organization of convicts, , founded by 
Osborne, had charge of the arrange- 
ments. 

Sevén hundred men were told shortly 
after noon that they might go to the 
chapel for the matinee performance. 
Special monitors had been appointed by 
the Brotherhood to maintain order, but 
their services were necessary only as 
ushers. 

Prize for Best Criticism. 

Warden Osborne announced that a 
prize of $100 would be given to the man 
who wrote the best criticism of the 
piece, and nine out of every ten in 
the audience were equipped with pencil 
and paper for the making of notes. 

“Sinners” has to do with the white 
lights of Broadway, the erring of meu 
and women and their reformation and 
achievement of happiness in the coun- 
try. Its story appealed particularly i2 
the men in prison. 

At first the prisoners seemed to hesi- 
tate about expressing their satisfaction 
The long rule of compulsory silence was 
hard to break. But when they realizeé 
that they were permitted to applaud as 
much as they wanted and to discuss the 
drama between the acts, they cut loose 
and gave the actors and actresses ap- 
plause that probably never will be ex- 
ceeded in the public life of the play. 

After a five-minute burst of applause, 
following the happy ending, Brady ap- 
peared upon the stage in response te 
calls from the audience. He made a 
short speech in which he said he hoped 
the troubles of the prisoners, like the 
difficulties of the characters in the play, 
would, “like dark clouds some day be 
dispelled and that everything will come 
out ‘all right.“

passion and submerged by blood; believing that the Christmas season was best calculated to bring out 
these better thoughts, the New York World sought to throw on the picture of desolation—the picture of the 
dead, the homdess and the starving—a clearer and more hopeful light. 

In this effort cablegrams of Christmas greeting were addressed to the rulers of Great Britain and Ire— 
land, France, Belgium, Japan, Russia, Germany and Austria-Hungary. From each of these, except Russia 
—whose Christmas under the Julian calendar comes 12 days later—a reply was received. 

The telegrams were non-politicr] in nature. The wishes expressed were predicated upon no beliefs in 
the guilt or innocence of the countries in bringing about the war. They were intended to bring out offi- 
cially the thought deep in every man’s mind concerning the awful curse the war has put upon the world 
and to record the desire of the stricken lands for the return of peace. The fact that each belligerent, ex- 
cepting Russia, replied with thanks for the greeting, and in most cases, gave expression of regret for 
the present and hope for the future, showed the World’s object to have been attained. 

In its dispatches to the heads of the various governments, the World “begged to offer Christmas greet- 


ings and to express the hope that peace soon may end the havoc of war.” In that spirit the World asks a 
Christmas message, not only to the American people, but to all humanity, that will show your own and 
your country’s desire for the return of good will among men.” 

In the replies from several of the nations there is to be seen an effort to disavow responsibility for 
the war, which is in itself a hopeful sign, for none can desire to prolong a condition, from which all agree 


no blame and no praise can conie.

Prisoners Are Allowed to Mingle 
and Discuss Play With Each 
Other. |

NEW YORK, Dec . Whatever may 


become of a certain four- act melodrama 
called Sinners“ — written by Owen 
Davis and soon to be performed on 
Broadway under the direction of WII- 
liam A. Brady—it will always hold a 
unique :ecord. It had its first presenta- 


tion, Christmas afternoon and evening, 
in the chapel of Sing Sing Prison, where 
it brought laughs, tears and thrills to 
1400-odd convicts. 

The convicts were permitted to mingle 
freely, to talk unrestrainedly with one 
another, to cheer, to clap hands and io 
{act with all the liberty that a §$2-a-head 
crowd might have on Broadway. 

The new Warden, Thomas Mott Os- 
borne, who is trying to better the lot 
of the convicts, was responsib' for the 
unusual treat. 
company, including his own daughter, 
and a complete outfit of scenery up the 
river. The Golden Rule Brotherhood, an 
organization of convicts,. founded by 
Osborne, had charge of the arrange- 
ments. 

Sevén hundred men were told shortly 
after noon that they might go to the 
chapel for the matinee performance. 
Special monitors had been appointed by 
the Brotherhood to maintain order, but 
their services were necessary only as 
ushers, 

Prize for Best Criticism. 

Warden Osborne announced that a 
prize of $100 would be given to the man 
who wrote the best criticism of the 
piece, and nine out of every ten in 
the audience were equipped with pencil 
and paper for the making of notes. 

“Sinners” has to do with the white 
lights of Broadway, the erring of meu 
and women and their reformation and 
achievement of happiness in the coun- 
try. Its story appealed particularly i2 
the men in prison. 

At first the prisoners seemed to hesi- 
tate about expressing their satisfaction 
The long rule of compulsory silence was 
hard to break. But when they realizeé 
that they were permitted to applaud as 
much as they wanted and to discuss the 
drama between the acts, they cut loose 
and gave the actors and actresses ap- 
plause that probably never will be ex- 
ceeded in the public life of the play. 

After a five-minute burst of applause, 
following the happy ending, Brady ap- 
peared upon the stage in response te 
calls from the audience. He made a 
short speech in which he said he hoped 
the troubles of the prisoners, like the 
difficulties of the characters in the play, 
would, “like dark clouds some day be 
dispelled and that everything will come 
out ‘all right.”’ 

Author Witnesses Play. 

The evgning performance was a repeti: 
tion of the afternoon’s success. The re- 
maining half of the prisoners formed th. 
audience and again there were speeches 
and cheers. Among those who witnesse:] 
the play were Owen Davis, the author. 
and Mrs, Davis; Richard Harding Davis 
and Romeyn Taylor, editor of the Sur- 
vey. 

Every masculine prisoner got a half- 
pound box of candy and a box of ciga- 
rettes, with the best wishes of Ton 
Brown —the name Osborne adopted 
when he voluntarily spent a term of 
imprisonment at Auburn to study condi 
tions. More than 18 tons of packages 
containing gifts were distributed.

The tone of 
the letters indicates that the business 
men are willing to do their share to- 
ward improving conditions in the city. 

E. F. Bisbee, vice-president of the St. 
Louis National Stockyards of East St 
Louis,, wrote that his company was em 
ploying 135 more men now than it was 
at the same period last year.

cut wages. If there was any cutting 
of salaries it would affect only the of- 
ficers of the company. 

„All the firms and corporations,“ the 
company added, ‘‘should realize that 
during their butiness life they had some 
pretty good years and the employes sel- 
dom get in on the “gravy,” and when 
they do have an off year or two they 
should rely on their surplus and take 
care of the situation. I trust your let- 
ter will appeal to some of the large 
firms that have been cutting wages and 
laying off employes.” 

J. D. Bascom, president of the Brod - 
erick & Bascom Rope Co., said that 
last spring his factories were operate: 
at full time, but that later in the season 
they were operated on three-fourths or 
two-thirds time. In October and part 
of November they were operated on hal? 
time, all employes being retained. - 
To show you the interest we have in 
our factory help,“ Bascom said, not- 
withstanding the fact that running half 
time was filling up stock so that we 
have the biggest stock of wire rope we 
have ever had at our factory, at ou 
store and at our agencies, which are 
something like 100, throughout the Unit 
ed States, we decided that for the 
month of December we would run ful 
time, 60 hours day and 6 hours nigh! 
work, so as to give our employes a lit 
tle Christmas money.“ 

H. S. Kimball, president of the Ameri- 
can Zinc, Lead and Smelting Co., said 
that while the company could not take 
on any more employes in its office in 
St. Louis, it had been operating ita fac- 
tories, which are outside of St. Louis, | 
with full forces of employes. 

The law firm of Nagel & Kirby, in a 
letter signed by Charles Nagel, said that 
all employes had been retained, although 
the firm could not find room for any 
more at present 

Only one pessimistic letter was re- 
ceived. That was from a manufacturer 
who suggested that Mayor Kiel and 
President Capen use their influence with 
the newspapers to induce the:n not to 
publish news about the free soup kitci- 
en and the municipal lodging house. The 
publication of news of these institu- 
tio he asserted, was drawing an un- 
desirable class of tramps to St. Louis.

He 
had to endure so many wrongs and in- 
justices here that he came to hate the 
Government of this country. He was 
drawn closely to the anarchists in Chi- 
cago because, as an immigrant, the 
Government made him feel that its only 
work is suppression and repression and 
persecution of the poor and friendless. 
He was tossed from place to place, 
hurled from dark despair to darker de- 
spondency. But he finally, landed among 
good people who taught him anew to 
love and revere this country and its in- 
stitutions. The kindness of these friends 
made him feel the human touch and in- 
spired him to accomplish what he did 
accomplish. Today he is a college pro- 
fessor, an author and lecturer, whose 
word is sought eagerly. : 
Although Prof. Steiner has risen out 
of the mire of neglect into which we 
push our newcomers, hundreds probably 
arc submerged in that mire. This is the 
thought that comes to the reader of 
Steiner’s From Alien to Citisen.“ The 
question then presents itself, why not 
look after these immigrants who come 
to this country with ideals and aspira- 
tions, who are willing to give their best 
to their adopted country? It is a ques- 
tion which America must answer soon- 
er or later, and the sooner the better 
for America. If we are to preserve the 
precious human material that comes to 
our shores, we must not allow the cheap 
politicians and other forces for evil to 
lay their hands on these newcomers. 
This is what the reader will take away 
from this fascinating story of Prof. 
Steiner’s life in America. It is worth 
while indeed.

ERE is a book—“The God Who 
H Found Himself,” which will be 

read with delight by most Chris- 
tian Scientists, advocates of New 
Thought and Theosophists; while it will 
be condemned unsparingly by the av- 
erage Orthodox. It is an attempt to 
define Monism in terms of theology and 
ethics. The orthodox Christian, how- 
ever, will probably take it to be a 
clever effort to rule God out of His 
universe. 

The author, Alfred Ward Smith, in- 

Sists that modern science and philos- 
ophy have discredited the old Dualism 
God and Man, Soul and Spirit, Mind 
and Matter. There is but one all pre- 
vading being, manifesting under an in- 
finite variety of forms and phases. A 
Man is not a true individual, but only 
9 manifestation of this universal Being. 
There is no such thing as an entitv 
apart from the One, eternal, all con- 
taining and all sustaining cosmic entity 
Personality, individual consciousness. in- 
dividual memory, separateness are al 
illusions. We are, as it were, organs 
of a single, inffhite being; drops in ar 
all-compassing ocean, blossoms on the 
one Tree of Life. 
The idea is not new—indeed it haa 
always been taught by Hindoo, Eu- 
ropean and even American mystics and 
transcendentalists. One thought, how- 
ever, which Mr. Smith puts forth has 
a somewhat startling conclusion. He 
compares the human race to the think- 
ing part of the Universe, now beginning 
to wake up to its own conditions an] 
discover, consciously, its own laws. 
Mankind, or hit like in other planets, 
is the only part of the Universe that 
has consciousness. This implies that we 
and the other conscious beings have, 
without knowing it, organized and kép' 
in motion the infinite erray of suns 
and planets, which is certainly con- 
ceited enough. How we did it or do it, 
Mr. Smith does not suggest. He might 
reply to this that the Universe itself, 
being God, could very well organize 
itself, even unconsciously, as the chicken 
is supposed to do in the egg. But that 
is getting into such deep water that the 
average reader will stop. All the ac- 
tivities of man are so different from 
ths activities of the suns and planets 
that it is stretching credulity to the ut- 
most to sugzest that .nan unconsciously 
organised the universe, which now is 
becoming conscious through him. (Sher- 
man, «<rench & Co.)
